Wasuinoton, Dec. 9.—The Presi- 
dent transmitted his message to Con- 
gress this morning, of which tke fol- 
lowing is a liberal synopsis: 

To the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives: The reports of the 
heads of the several executive de- 
partments, which are hereby trans- 
mitted, and the reports of the Secre- 
tary of the and the Attorney- 
General, made direct to Congréss, 
furnish a complete review of the ad- 
ministration of the last fiscal vear, 
relating to internal affairs.’’ 

The Pggsident then recommends a 
careful perusal of the reports by the 
members of Congress, and, cuntina- 
ing, says: 

‘*The work of the State Department 
during the last year has been charac- 
terized by al number of negotia- 
tions and by diplomatic results of a 
notable and highly beneficial charac- 
ter. Among these are the reciprocal 
trade arrangements which have been 
concluded. The exercise of this power 
has been conferred by Section 3 of the 
Tariff law with the Republic of Brazil, 
with Spain for the West Indies’ pos- 
sessions and with San Domingo. 
Like negotiations with other countries 
have been much advanced, and it is 
hoped that before the close of the 
year farther definitive arrangements 
of great valne will be concluded.”’ 

President then discusses the 
Bering Sea ion. enunciating the 
steps in the negotiations with Great 
Britain which have already been 
made public, and concludes by stat- 
ing the satisiactory basis that has 
been reached, and the agreement of 
arbitration is all that is necessary to 
the completion of the convention. 

The President recommends that a 
provision be made for the joint de- 
marcation of the boundary between 
Canada and the United States where 
it is required by the increasing border 
settlements and espevially on the 
straite and rivers. He regrets that 
the United States has been unable to 
bring about a settlement of the boun- 
dary diepute between Venezuela and 
Great Britain. 

Since the pasaage of the meat in- 
spection law by Congress, Germany 
Denmark, Italy, Austria and France. 
have opened their ports to the in- 
spected American pork. 

The President adds: “Outlines of 
an agreement have been reached with 
Germany looking to an equitable 
trade concession in consideration of 
the continued base of the importation 
of , but ‘the time has not yet 
arrived when this correspondence can 
be submitted to Congress.” 

The President refers briefly to the 
fecent troubles in Brazil, saying that 
peace has been established without 
bloodshed. 

‘The lynching in New Orleans in 
March last,’’ says the message, “‘of 
eleven Italians by a mob of citizens 
was a most deplorable and discredit- 
able act. It did not, however, have 
its origin in a general animosity to the 
Italian people, vor in avy disrespect 
to the gvuveroment of Italy, with 
which our relations were of the most 
friendly character. Tie fury of the 
mob was directed against the men, as 
supposed participants or 
in the murder of the city officer. 1 
do not allude to this as mitigating in 
any this offence against law 
and bumanity, but only as affecting 
internal questions that grew out of it. 
lt was represented by the Italian 
Minister that several of those whose 
lives had been taken by the mob were 
Italian subjects, and a demand was 
made for the punishment of the par- 
ticipants aud an indemnity to the 
families of those kilied. It is to be 
regretied that the manner in which 
these claims were presented was not 
such as to a calm discussion

August 8th, when the Congressional 
forces landed near V4! parai-o, and af- 
ter a bloody engagement, captured the 
city. President Kalmaceda at once 
recognized that his canse was tost,and / 
a provisiunal goverameot was «peedily 
established by the yictorious party. 
Our Minister was promptly directed to 
recognize thie government as f0on as 
it should have established its defacto 
character, which was done. Dariog 
this civil contest, frequent indirect ap- 
peale were made to this government 
to extend belligerent rights to the in- 
surgents abd give audience to their 
representatives. This was refased, 
and that policy pursued throughout, 
upon which this government, when 
w by civil war, so strenously 
insisted opon on the part of European 
nations. The Itata, an armed vegeel, 
commanded by a naval officer of the 
insurgent feet, manned by its sailors 
and with soldiers on round, was seine 
auder the process of the States 
court, at San Diego, Califernia, for 
violation of the ypeatrality laws. 
hile in custody of an officer. of the 
vonrt, thie vessel was forcibly wrested 
itu: his control, aad putto sea. It 
would have been inconsistant with 
the dignity and self of this 
government not to have insisted that 
the Itata shoul be returned to San 
Diego to abide the judgment of the 
court. This was so clear to the Janta 
that before the arrival of the Itata at 
Iquique, the Secretary of Foreign Re- 
lations of the provisional government, 
addressed Kear Admiral Brown, com- 
manding the '/nited States naval! force. 
In this communication, of which fol- 
lowing is an extract, he says: ‘The 
provisional government bas learned 
by a cablegram of the Associated Press 
that the transport, Itata, detained at 
San Diego, by order of the United 
States, for taking on board munitions 
of war, ard in possession of a Marshal, 
left San Diego carrying off that official 
who was landed at a near point on the 
coast. If this reportis correct, this 
government would deplore the con- } 
duct of the Itata as an evidence that ! 
it is not dispored to support or 
to any infraction of the laws of the 
United States. The undersigned de- 
clares to you, that as goon as the cap- 
tain is within reach of our orders he 
will place the Itata, with ali the arms 
and munitions he took in at San Diego 
at the disposition of the United States.’ 
Che trial in the District Court of Cali- 
fornia has recently resulted in the 
decision, holding among other things, 
thatas the Congressional party hail 
not been recognized as such, belliger- 
ent acts in its interests could not be 
violating the neutrality laws. From 
this judgment the United States has 
compel not that the condemnation 
the vessel is a matter of importance 
but that we may know what that law 
is for. Lf the present construction of 
the law is correct, there is ao obvious 
necessity for'a revision and amend- 
ment.’’ 

The President says further, “that 
during the Chilian war the instruc- 
tions to our officers and representa- 
tives there were to observe a strict 
impartiality and non-interference, 
and he 1s satisfied that these instruc- 
tions weré observed. No official com- 
a of the conduct of either the 

inister or the naval officers bad been 
made, and be regrets that so many of 
our people have given ear to the un- 
official char and complaints, that 
manifestly had their origin in rival 
interests and in a wish to pervert the 
amicable relations of the United 
States with Chili.”’ 


The Bresident reviews the question 
of the right of asylum on the warships 
and in the Legations, and says the 
United St+tes, as well as otber na- 
tions, exiénded this protection from 
motives of humanity. He is dot will- 
ing for a direct surrender of the refu- 
gees still in the legation; so far Chili 
bas not denied this right of asylum, 
and he thinks she wil! not do so. The 
objectionable treat ment of our Minister 


against which we protested has been 
stopped. The President then says: 
“On October 16th an event occurred 
at Valparaiso, 80 serious and tragic in 
its circumstances and results, as to 
manifestly excite the indignation of 
our people and to call for prompt and 
decided action on the part of this gov- 
ernment. <A considerable number of 
the sailors of the United States steam- 
ship Baltimore, then in the Valparaiso 
harbor, being on shore on leave and 
unarmed were assaulted by armed 
men, nearly simultaneously, in differ- 
ent localitie® of the city; one petty 
officer was killed outright, and seven 
or eight men were serionsly wounded, 
one of whom has since died. So suv- 
age and bratal was the assault that 
several of our sailors. réceived more 
than two, and one as many as eight 
stab wounds. An -investigation of 
the affair was promptly made by the 
Board of Otficers of the Baltimore and 
their report shows that the assault 
was unprovoked, that our men were 
conducting themselves in a peaceable 
and orderly manner, and that some of 
the police in the city took part in the 
assaalt, using their with 
fatal effect; while a few others and 
some well disposed citizens endeay- 
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e has been made. 
ernmentis now awaiting the 
result‘of an investigation, which has 
been condacted by the Criminal Court 
at Valparaiso, It is unofficialiy re- 
ported that the investigation i« about 
completed, and that the result will Be 
soon commuocicated to this eovern- 
ment, together, with some adequate 
and satisfactory response to requests 
made by this government of Chili, 
as he tattention of Chili was called to 
the incident. If these just expecta- 
tions should be disappointed, or if 
farther needless delay should inter- 
vene I shall by special message bring 
the matter again to the attention of 
y for such action ag may be 
necessary.

day.”’ 

Referring to the recent outrages 
against the forei¢ners in China, the 
President says: “‘The outbreaks io 
various parts of the Chinese govero- 
ment has caused the opinion that 
the governmentcan do no leas than 
insist upon Mie coatinuance of the 
protective and punetary measures, 
which the Chinese Government bas 
heretofore applied.”” “The action of 
the Chinese Government in refusing 
to receive Mr. Blair as Minister to

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


Referring to silver, the President 
says: ‘‘The report of thie Secretary 
of the Treasury shows the purchase 
of over forty-eight million ounces of 
silver since August 13, at an average 
of $1.045 per ounce.”’ 

He states that the free silver men 
believed that the last silver law would 
make the value of the silver dollar 
one hundred cents, but that ut no 
time since the passage of the law was 
the dollar worth over 74‘ cents. 
The cantes of this have not been 
agreed upon. The usual annual ex- 
port of eight and a half millions of sil- 
ver was changed during the year to 
an import of two and a half millions. 
The government now buys and stores 
annually fifty-four million ounces of 
silver, some six million more than 
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nection with the exhibit of Chinese 
industries at the ot Colum- 
bian Exposition. regard itas de- 
sirable that the Chipese exhibitio 
should be facilitated in every proper 
way.” 

ine President annotmces that he 
has protested, strongly, to Spain 
against the treatment of American cit- 
izens in the Carolina Islands. Spain 
proposes to eelebrate the four hun- 
dredth apoiverrary of the discuvery of 
America by holding an exhibition at 
Madrid, which will open September 
12, 1892, and the President recom- 
mends that this goveroment give the 
exposition its friendly promotion. 

The surveys for the connection links : 
of the projected Inter - Continental 
Railway are in progress. Over one 
thousand miles bave been surveyed, 
the engineers having encountered no 
insurmountable obstacles. The Inter- 
pational Boundary Commission, pro- 
vided for by the treaty of 1889, to have 
exclusive juriediction of any question 
that may arise, has been named by 
the Mexico government. An appro- 
priation is necessary to enable the 
United States to fulfill its treaty ob- 
ligations in this respect. Surveys for 
a much needed cable from our Pacific 
Coast to Honolulu arein progress, and 
this enterprise should have the suit- 
able promotion of the two governments. 
I strongly recommend that provision 
be made for improving the harbor of 
Pearl Seaver, and supplying it as a 
national station.’’ 

In referring to the harsh treat- 
ment of the Jews of Russia, the 
President says; ‘‘ This government 
has protested, with much earnestness 
to the government of the §Ozar, its 
serious concern because of these barsh 
measures.’’ After stating many ad- 
mirable qualities of the Jews as a peo- 
ple, the President eays: ‘‘ Emigration 
of the Jews to the United States is 
largely increasing and is likely to 
seriously affect the labur market by 
the sudden trangfer of such a multitude 
under such conditiens. It will tend 
to decrease their energies and courage, 
and ig not good for them nor for us. 

‘I deem it a matter of concern to 
the United States that the Nicaragua 
canal should be speedily constructed, 
and at the smallest limit of cost: Sen- 
ator Morgan in his argument before 
the Senate, did not over-estimate the 
im ce of this work when he said, 
‘The canal is the most important sub- 
ject connected wich the commercial 

rowth and progress of the Upited 

tates.’ I am quite willing to recom- 
mend to the government the promo- 
tion and prosecution of the work, if 
the other means offered to insure its 
completion should fail. It is of trans- 
cendent interest that the government 
should, in my opinion, secure it by a 
direct yes ance from its treasury. 
I sincerely hope that neither party nor 
sectional lines will be drawn upon this 
great American project.’’ 

“The general interest in the opera- 
tion of the Treasury Department has 
become much angmented since last 
year by reason of the conflicting pre- 
dictions which accompanied and fol- 
lowed the tariff and other legislation 
of the last Congress, affecting the rev- 
enues. On one hand, it was con- 
tended that the imports would so fall 
off as to leave the treasury bankrupt, 
and that prices of articles entering 
into the living of the le would be 
so enhanced as to seriously affect their 
comfort and happiness; while on the 
other hand it was argued that the loss 
of revenue which would largely result 
from placing sugar on the list, 
would be a direct gain to the people; 
that prices of the necessaries of life, 
including those most highly protected. 
would be enhanced, labor would have 
a larger market and products from the 

in price, while the treas- 
ury surplus and receipts would be ad- 
equate to meet the appropriations. It 
to enter at an 
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our whole domestic production, that is 
available for coinage. The increased 
circulation thas provided for, if it was 
needed, is beneficial.’’ 

The President recommends that the | 
existing law be given a full trial, and 
adds: ‘‘] am still of the opinion that 
the free coinage of silver under the 
existing conditions would seriously 
affect our business interests at home 
and abroad.” 

He believes that free coinage would 
Cause a commercial panic, and favors 
it only when the co-operation of the 
foreign nations can be secured. The 
sentiment in the European natione is 
not such as to render advisable a 
proposal for such an agreement. 

He says: ‘‘In March, 1889, the 
surplus in the Treasury was $183,- 
000,000; since then $259,000,000 of 
bonds have been redeemed. In March, 
1889, the circulation was $1,404,000,- 
000, or $23 03 per capita. Now it is 
$1,577,000,000, or $24 38 per capita.” 
The President pays tribute to Sec- 
retary Proctor, and regrets his leaving 
the War Department. He reviews 
the pr of army matters, refer- 
ring in favorable terms to the Indian 
enlistment, which he says is a great 
success. 

‘‘I concur in the recommendation 
of the Attorney-General, that his case 
right in felon cases to a review of the 
in the Supreme Court be Jimited.’’ 

Referring to the fact that the Chi- 
nese enter this country by way of 
Canada and Mexico, the President 
says: ‘‘There seems to be satisfac- 
tory evidence that the business of 
smuggling Chinamep through Canada 
to the United States is organized and 
quietly done. Justice has construed 
the laws which require the retarn of 
any Chinamen found to be unlawfully 
in this country, as to mean China as 
the country from which they came, 
notwithstanding the fact that they 
caine by way of Canada; but several 
judges in the District Courts have de- 
cided that such persons must be re- 
turned to Canada. This construction 
robs the law of all its effectiveness, 
and I recommend such legislation as 
will remedy these defects in the law.’’ 

The President reviews his recom- 
mendations that any felony committed 
while violating the law of the United 
States be trialable in full court. The 
report of. the Postmaster- General 
(already published) is reviewed, and 
the recommendation of an extension 
of the free delivery system concurred 
with, and the modified use of the 
telegraph im connection with the mails 
recommended. Letting contracts un- 
der the new postal subsidy law is 
discussed favorably and its extension 
recom mended. 

The report of the Secretary of the 
Navy shows an increase of the vessels 
in commission.

The President says further that the 
primary interest of gerrymander is to 
elect members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and considers the power 
of Congress ample to deal with this 
threatening and intolerable abuse. 
He refers to the attempt to the 
Federal Election bill by the last Con- 
gress and says it is important to knuw 
whether the opposition manifested 
was only to a particular feature of that 
bill, or to any proposition to give the 
election laws of the United States 
power to correct an acknowledged evil. 
The President tien advocates a 
commission of pon-partisans, com- 
posed of patriotic, wise and impartial 
men, to consider the evils of the pres- 
ent election laws and propose a rem- 
edy. The Constitution would permit 
the selection to be vested in the Sua- 
preme Court if that would give the 
best guarantee of impartiality. 

The President concludes as follows: 
“‘A trust, momentous in its influence 
upon our people and upon the world, 
is for a brief time committed to us and 
we must not be faithless to its condi- 
tions—the defense of the free and 
equal, and the influence of the people 
in the choice of the public officers and 
the control of public affairs.

Loursvitie, Dec, 9.— While the fire 
men were raking away the-ruins of 
the Boone Paper Co., at 4:30, o'clock 
this morning, there canre a sound of a 
terrific explosion in the Bamberger, 


cellar, and when each foar stories had 
been filled with heated air and smoke, 
the explosion followed. The follow- 
ing firs were burned out: Bamberger 
Strong & Co., boots and shoes, $125,- 
000, insured for $100,000; Bliss, Wil- 
son & Co., furniture, furnishing goods 
and notions, loss $50,000, insuran¢ge 
$40,000; Wel 


$35,000. It was with great difficulty 
that the firemen prevented the flames 
from spreading further. A number of 
people were sleeping in the upper 
rooms of the buildings but all escaped. 
One fireman is missing and he may 
have been crnshed by the falling 
walls. 

Later information shows that a 
number of firemen were caught under 
the falling wall of the Bamberger, 
Strong & Co.’s building. The fire 
chief and Captain Weatherford were 
injured; four dead firemen lay under 
the walls and four others were badly 
hurt. The dead are William Moore, 
Wm. Pavis, and Baker and Tony 
Schlicht. 

At 8 o’clock another fata! fire was 
raging at the wholesale candy factory 
and fancy grocery house, @ square 
above the Boone Paper Company’s 
building, and thd origin of it was a 
mystery. 

Forty girls were at work on the 
fourth floor and all were not able to 
escape. The bodies of six girls have 
already been taken out, burned al- 
most beyond identification. G. T. 
Menn, brother of the senior member 
of the firm, is supposed to have been 
burned to death, and the firemen 
think that at least five other girls will 
be found as soon as a thorough search 


pcan be made. 


The fire cut off the escape by the 
stairway leading from the fourth 
floor where the girls were at work. 
Many jumped from the windows to 
the second story projections and es- 
capéd with broken limbs and bruised 
bodies, while others got out unhurt. 
With its forces weakened and de- 
moralized by the accident of the early 
morning, the fire department wax 
called to the disaster at the candy 
factory. 
To add to the casualties and confu- 
sion Major Chief Hughes of the fre 
department was so badly burt in the 
accident early this morning that he 
may not recover. He and- Henry 
Weatherford, the Chief’s assistant, 
while going to the fire were run into 
by a salvage corps wagon and their 
buggy smashed. Both were trampled 
on by thé horses, but the injuries of 
Weatherford are not so bad as those 
of his chief. A namber of other fire- 
men were badly injured at the candy 
shop fire. In the face of these disas- 
ters the firemen stood bravely to their 
work, and within another balf hoor 
the flames were under contro], but 
within this time half a score of lives 
were sacrificed. 
The fire is now supposed to have 
arisen from one of the candy furnace: 
which possibly exploded. The flames 
communjcated with a big stock ol 
Christmas fireworks, the first explo- 
sion among the fireworks scattered 
fire brands all over the store; the 
skylight fellin and the entire stock 
was fiercely blazing almost immedi- 
ately. 

The bodies of the girls were re- 
moved as soon as possible to the 
nearest undertaking establishment; 


two of the girls have just been iden- 
tified as y Walsh and Amelia 
Dickey. 

Great confusion exists. Main street, 
where the principal wholesale traffic 
of the city goes on, is blockaded and 
business is almost at a standstill.

How Pleasure Seekers Are Bied 
at the Resorts. 


—— 


What It Costs the “Bloods” to Tarry 
for @ Brief Season at the Seaside— 
Daylight Robbers and Dry- 


What do you think it costs to be a 
swell ata summer resort, 
anyway? says the Philadelphia I»- 
quirer. What do you think of forty dol- 
larsaday? The statistics are interest- 
ing. Take Newport for instance. Ata 
good hotel you pay: One room, four 
dollars a day; one double room, one per- 
son in the room, eight dollars; two con- 
necting rooms for one person, where 
four could be accommodated, sixteen 
dollars a day. All-season guests get a 
substantial reduction from a transient 
per diem. Regulars or all-season so- 
journers are packed away in the little 
cells at eighteen to forty dollars per 
per week. This without extras, which 
run up quite formidably at the end of 
the week. Extras include baths, the 
meals sent to the rooms, and boots. It 
is estimated that ten dollars a week 
would be a small sum for the victim of 
the tip-hunter to get rid of once the 
word was passed that a sucker had 
come to town. The minute a man 
arrives he is brushed fifty times a day 
if he will but submit to such assaults; 
he is whacked, twisted and dusted un- 
til he begins to feel that if he has his 
socks left on him at nightfall and 
doesn’t have to send for a barrel to 
walk t the hotel in he will be a lucky 
man. it costs ten cents for a pitcher of 
ice wauter, three to seven cents ad- 
vance on the regular price of every 
newspaper, twenty-five cents to the 
wiiter—or a badly served dinner the 
next day—twenty-five cents for a bottle 
of beer, and so on, ad nauseum. 

Should a visitor go to the Casino and 
take lunch, then he has fallen in with 
the Philistines. They are the daylight 
robbers for you, and they are the pirates 
ondry land. An ordinary lunch with a 
bottle of wine, taken solus, breaks the 
heart of a five dollar bill; a lunch for 
self and two fair friends makes twenty 
dollars vanish into thin eir. But the 
cottagers are the ones who make the 
money fly. Some of them are known to 
spend one hundred dollarsa week on 
fruits alone. They simply throw money 
away, and it costs them not less than 

‘from five to ten thousand dollarsa season 
' to stop there. Most of them board their 
horses as wellas their coachman and 
footman. The young olood can spend 
agreatdeal. He pays anywhere from 
one to three hundred dollars for a sup- 
per for six or eight friends, and if he 
gives a dinner to a choice selection of 
belles he throws in another one hun- 
dred dollars on flowers and hand- 
painted menu cards. A quiet corner in 
the Casino tower and the fizzing of 
champagne lower his exchequer fifty to 
seventy-five dollars in an evening and 
make his boon companions happy. He 
eats broiled live lobsters, washed down 
with a fizz, and is out say fifty dollars. 
He hires the big buckboard seating 
twelve friends, has a ride to Point Jud- 
son and back, clears the dust from the 
‘welve parched throats while a lunch is 
bcing prepared and finds another one 
humired dollars gone to the dogs. 
Yachting he doesn’t indulge in, for 
there are no yachts to be had unless it 
is that of a friend who has dropped in 
port foraday. He pays four dollarsa 
bottle for wine, forty cents for a mint 
julep, thirty cents for a cocktail and 
twenty-five cents for asmall bottle of 
lager. Brandy and soda stands him in 
for seventy-five cents ana every time he 
orders a drink he is mulcted by the 
waiter, who ingeniously arranges the 
change so that a dime or a quarter 
sticks in the center of the tray, and 
what man who wants the world to be- 
lieve that he is blooded will fish for that 
coin? The Casino waiters make a good 
day's pay each out of tips worked in 
that way. 

The story comes from Cape May of a 
man who paid one hundred and ninety 
dollars for himself and family for three 
Jays. Itisn’t every man who'can af- 
ford to pay sixty dollars per day for the 
necessaries of life. Upinthe Catskills 
is another place where the ‘*bloods” 
spend money. But you can live here for 
a few dollars a day if you want to. The 
resuit of these inquiries is that there is 
no limit to the price one can pay for a 
summer outing, but it is not likely that 
the man who spends fifty dollars a day 
gets any more enjoyment than the man 
who spends three dollars,
